Talks of His Flight to a Reporter. 


Charles Sanders is about 5 feet 8 inches high 
and weighs 170 pounds. His features are regular, 
with nothing remarkable. His hair is light and 


When a reporter 
cated him from cell 8 this morn- 
ing, he wore a white cotton under- 


shirt under a short coat. As he approached 
the screenhe addressed himself to the interview- 
er in a pleasant tone of voice. The police have 
painted Sanders as a desperado, but an interview 
with him entirely changes the opinion that would 
be formed from these representations. © Jalier 
Siegmund, speaking of the prisoner, said: “‘I don’t 
Know anything about Sanders’ guilt of the of- 


fense with which he is charged, but 
I wiil say that he is one of the quietest and most 
gentlemanly [ pemeenere in jail.” 

When asked concerning the killing of Officer 
Printz, Sanders said: “I would rather not speak 
about that until I have an attorney. I have not 
seen any of my relatives since my arrest, and 
have no money, although I worked all the time I 
was away. During the summer I worked on the 
lakes, and when navigation was closed I went 
braking on the railroads~” 

“Did you not fear recognition?” 
“No, never since the day I left the city. I was 
taken across the river by some men that I did not 
know. ThatnightI slept in a barn and next 
eeceia gotsomething to eat in a farm-house. 
hile I was ae [heardthe name of Sanders 
meniioned. did not know whether they 
were talking about me or not. I thanked the 
farmer’s wile for the meal and left. I walked to 
Alton and went from there to Chicago in a box- 
car. Ever since then 1 got work whenever or 
wherever I could. I took tli# name of Charles 
McDonald, and spoke to everybody that spoke to 
me. I never ae and never heard 
any one talk about the affair in St. Louis or my-

Boston, April 10.—The curious case of the 
child Lizzie Gannon against the Archbishop 
and a priest ior damages for loss of health occa- 
sioned by the taking away of some paper figures 
which she called angels is still on trial. The 
' plaintiff presented modified pleadings and offered 
to discontinue the suit against the Archbishop 
‘on the ground of insufficient evidence. The 
court expressed opinion’ that the Arch- 
bishop was entitled to aq verdict, 
and thereupon counsel for  piaintif 
agreed that a verdict of “not guilty” should be 
taken against him. Counsel for defense opened 
the argument. He stated that pieces of paper 
were given voluntarily by the girl to Father 
Fleming, and after the first er second day they 
were never mentioned by plaintiff. The bits of 
paper were put into a pill-box, the bottom of 
which dropped out and the papers were lost. The 
priest thought little of it at the time. The girl 
was sick. 


AND HAD TRANCES

r the trances had been going on some 
time, Father Fleming was called and told of them.

The 
paper images were obtained then with the child’s 
consent. No demand was made for them. Since 
then she has talked several times, has performed 
her numerous household duties, and has even 
shoveled snow off the sidewalk. Several witnesses 
were cailed to sustain the statements arding 
th echfid’s illness. One witness, Fannie Wiggan, 
a neighbor, testified that in the child’s fits she 
would bark like a dog and 
CROW LIKE A ROOSTER. 
That was before Father Fleming came. Could see 
into Gannon’s kitchen, and had seen Lizzie move 
her lips with her back to her parents;

He said he had regarded the whole 
matter as tri He did not attach any import- 


ance to the paper, nor did he suppose 
that any one did except the _ girl 
herself momentarily, and she soon got over it, 
and she appeared qulte pacified when she had re- 
ceived the gift of a basket of flowers which he had 
sent to pacify her. After a while he lost the 
rs and could notrestore them. He had at- 
ed no more impo ce to their ioss than to 
the loss of a . e had become convinced that 
the child could have talked if she wished, though 
diseased, and that her silence was deception.

Through Mr, Seth Frink, manager of the 
Freight Bureau, the following data concerning 
the grain exports of New Orleans for the first 
three months of 188Mare obtained: Theexports of 
wheat and corn tor January were respectively 
406,307 bushels and 426,175 bushels; for February 
901,308 busnels and 175.300 bushels; for March 
1,786,619 bushels and 513,864 bushels, makinga 
total of 3,094,234 bushels of wheat and 1,115,339 bush- 
els of corn, or a grand total of 120,100 tons. The 
greater portion of this was grain that had reach- 
ed New Orleans via St. Louis, and is afair show- 
ing of the export grain trade of our city during 
the last three months. During two of these 
months the river was closed.and still the exporta- 
tion continued, being taken b railto Cairo, and 
thence down the river on barges to New Orleans. 
The Mississippi Valley Transportation 
Company turing these three months 
carried to New Orleans 881,117 bushels wheat, 
4,204.722 Dushels corn and 30,000 bushels Oats, a 
total of 4,117,139 bushels. As all of this grain 
went in bulk, ai least by far the greater part, it is 
fair to suppose that but a small per cent escaped 
exportation, and by a comparison of these figures 
with the actual exports of New Orleans it is 
readily seen that virtually all of it 
came through St. Louls. In spite of lake naviga- 
tion and Chicago efforts to the contrary, St. Louis 
and the Mississippi River are bound to be the 
outlets for the products of the boundless West. 
It only remains for St. Louis to say so, and pro- 
ceed to simply claim what is by right her own.

THE GAS WAR. 

The action of the Laclede Gas Company in 
reducing the price of gas to $1 50 a thousand 
feet has produced a sudden change in the 
situation of the gas question and in the rela- 
tions of the city to the gas companies. The 
situation now is the highly absurd one that, 
while on the north side.of Washington ave- 
nue the rivalry of two competing gas com- 
panies gives the consumers their gas at $1 50, 
their less fortunate neighbors on the other 
side of the street are compelled to pay an ad- 
vance of sixty-six and two-thirds per cent on 
that price. 

As this is done in virtue of arrangements 
made by the city government, and as it is the 

résult of the able and distinguished 

municipal management St. Louis has 
so long enjoyed, the responsibility is 
imposed on the city government of getting 
the citizens out of the fix in which they find 
themselves. If one company can make and 
sell gas at $150 athousand the ‘other com- 
pany can make and sell it at the same price, 
and the additional dollar which every con- 
sumer pays is an unjust tax which the city has 
levied on him for the support of a corpora- 
tion, , 

The tax is an unjust one, it is adiscrimina- 
tion against property, business and progress 
inalarge district of the city, and the city 
should straightway set about to remedy the 
injustice which its own act has created. But 
how isit to dothis? The St. Louis Gas- 
light Company claims to have fought and 
won its great legal battle; it is wholly indif- 
ferent to public spirit or public censure; it is 
deaf to all considerations of public welfare 
or justice, and request or remonstrance 
might as well be addressed to an Egyptian 
mummy. Is there any way of getting rid of 
the monopoly? ‘ 

We think there is. A question which has 
never been settled is the right of any muni- 
cipal corporation to grant a public monopoly 
of any kind to any private corporation. We 
take the bold ground that such a right can- 
not exist unless it is declared and cleariy set 
down in the Constitution of the State and in 
the City Charter. We assert that the mere 
idea of a monopoly is hostile to the spirit of 
our political organization, and that the pre- 
tension of the city government to grant such 
a rightis a usurpation of powers which it 
does not possess. 

The streets of the city are the 
public property of all the citizens, to 
be enjoyed by them equally; the franchises, 
liberties and privileges of doing business in 
the city are open to all citizens on the same 
terms, and any attempt to give to one cor- 
poration privileges from which other persons 
are excluded is void from the start. The 
city does not possess the right to say that 
one corporation shall use certain streets for 
street car tracks and that no other corpora- 
tion shall enjoy the same use of the same 
streets. It does not possess the right to say 
that one corporation shall have the exclusive 
use of a street for street car tracks and that 
no other corporation shall come within three 
streets’ distance, It does not possess 
the right to say that one corpora- 
tion shall erect telegraph poles and string 
wires on the streets and that no other 
corporation shall enjoy the same right. It 
doés not possess the right to say that one 
firm shall sprinkle the streets to the exclu- 
sion of all others. It does not possess the- 
right to say that one company shall sell gas 
inany one district and that no other com- 
pany shall compete. 

We maintain that those who claim these 
absurd and odious rights should be called on 
to prove their claim. We know that judges 
are bound by precedent and fight against a 
new ideaas if it were a new disease, and 
that lawyers think that there is no law nor 
justice except what they have made. 
But surely, somewhere among the ex- 
pounders and practitioners of the law, 
there might be found learning § and 
authority sufficient to take hold of the 
cause of the people, to argue their 
claims and to enforce their rights by 
making clear the justice of that freedom and 
equality on which our social and political 
system is based. When that is done we will 
no longer be bothered by the nuisance of a 
petty corporation, claiming mastery over the 
people who created it and defying the 
authority by which alone it exists. 


INDIA AND OUR VALLEY. 

People who suppose that cheap inland 
transportation alone can enable us to bide the 
brunt of India’s competition in the wheat 
market when she shall have acquired the 
requisite raiiroads, may find reassurance and 
comfort in the fact that, with abundant rail- 
roads and lively competition among them, 
our grain crops are already turning into the 
river route because it ischeaper. The Times- 
Democrat gives the tollowing official table of 
exports from New Orleans during the quar- 
ter ending March 31, as Compared with the 
corresponding three months of last year:

Here we have an increase of 32 percent for 
one quarter, indieating that last year’s ex- | 


ports via New Orleans may be doubled 
this year by agricultural products 
from the Upper Mississippi Valley. 
The increase in the foregoing table 
so far as Western produce is concerned was 
over 400 per cent, New Orleans having ship- 
ped in the first quarter of 1882 only 31,000 
tons of Western produce, and 127,000 tons in 
the first quarter of 1883. In March, 1882, she 
shipped 393,421 bushels of grain, and in 
March, 1883, vessels carrying 2,300,583 bush- 
els cleared from that port. Since last Sep- 
tember she has shipped 3,134,244 bushels of 
corn and 5,075,409 bushels of wheat. The 
causes of this growing diversion of Western 


ebvious to require explanation. If our own 
railroads can not compete with the Missis- 
sippi for the Western grain export trade 
when low prices leave but narrow margins 
for transportion charges, no railroad build- 
ers can count on getting rich by constructing 
roads in India to carry that large surplus of 
grain which she never yet has produced, and 
probably never will till after famine shall 
have carried off nearly half of her population 
of 255,000,000. The most that railroads in India 
can do is tocut down the grain business of 
American roads in years of occasionally 
good Indian harvests, between famines. 
With a little more improvement of our great 
rivers this valley can glut foreign markets at 
prices with which no railroaded grain can 
compete, with any profit to the producer. So 
long as that river runs the producers of its 
valley will control the food markets of the 
world.

$20,000 Lost in Wall Street Speculation--

New YORK, April 10.—Something of a sensation 
was created in Wall street yesterday by the state- 
ment that there had been a larg misuse of trust 
funds by an operator in stocks.” Finally the re- 
ports connected the namesof Henry H. Tobias 
and his brother, Washington Tobias, with the mis- 
appropriation. They are the sons of Mrs, Her- 
mione Tobias, widow of the late Fred Tobias, whe 
resides at 12 East Forty-eighth street, with whom 
they lived. An uncle of the young men, who are 
32 and 35 years old, respectively, was credited 
with saying that they had taken over $10,000 be- 
longing to the estate and left the city. They 
were made the trustees of the estate on the death 
of their father, seven or eight years ago. The 
amount left in their control was said 

TO BE OVER ONE MILILON DOLLARS, 
mostly in bonds, mortgages and real estate, but a 
good share of it was in negotiable securities. 
Their mother had placed her entire affairs ia their 
hands, and they were left free to manage them as 
they chose. Iuquiry was made at the house in 
Forty-eighth street, but Mrs. Tobias declined to 
say apything on the sublect. The servant who 
came to the door was asked how long the men haél 
been away. There are four sons and one daugh- 
ter in the family. Without asking which 


ones were referred to, the servant replied that 
she did not know, as she had been in the service 
of Mrs. Tobias only two days. Albert Henaricks, 
an uncle of the young men, lives at 404 Fifth 
avenue.

A FATAL CRASH. 
Several Workmen Killed and others Fatally 
- Injured this morning. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., April 10.—Ten minutes af- 
ter seven o’clock this morning, the large building 
onthe northwest corner of Church and State 
streets fell withacrash. The side wall facing 
Church street had been erected this winter. It is 
supposed the mortar was frozen and the warm 
weather of yesterday loosened the bricks and 
caused the fall. There were seventeen men at 
work in the building. AnaAlarm was sounded 
which brought dut firemen and 
police, who are hard clearing 
away the aebris. The names 
of those found i@ the ruins are R. L. Worden, 
Wm.

The latter wus 
dead. Two of the others were fatally injured.

THE PECK-QHOUTEAU WAR. 


Review of the Farcial Notarial Proceedings 
—The Glover Imbroglio. 


Mr. John M. Glover, who has been construct- 
ively under arrest since 4p. m. yesterday, was 
released at 10:30 this morning, by order of Sheriff 
Mason.

A CONSTIPATED COURT. 


Weyl Divorce Case, 
The Court of Appeals met this morning and 


large gathering of the bar, anticipating the 
bi-weekly batch of decisions, but the court had 
nothing prepared to hand down to-day, and 
there was some little disappointment. Judge 


Lewis announced the court’s ruling upon several 
motions and delivered an oral opinion sustaining 
a motion for rehearing of the Miller divorce case. 
The affidavit of the wife represented that certain 
recriminatory matter had not been brought out. 
If all the facts had been before the court the 
husband would not have been entitled to a 
decree. The Court of Appeals reépens the case 
on that point. Judge Lewis said that in cases of 
ordinary contracts parties have the right to re- 
scind them, but in cases of divorce that right is 


reserved to the State. The fullest proof 
must be made before the ue could 
be severed, and in the Miller 


case if the defendant had not the opportunity of 
introducing recriminatory maiter the case should 
be heard again for that purpose. Alex. J. P. 
Garesche represents Mrs. Miller. The stay of ex- 
ecution asked in the criminal appeal case of John 
Smith alias Shepard, burglary and larceny, was 
refused by the court. 
THE WEYL DIVORCE. 
Judge Lubke to-day overruled the demurrer to 
the mtg sa ge of Mrs. Matilda Weyl against 
Augustus Weyl.

CREDITORS’ CONFLICT. 

Judge Lubke to-day overruled the demurrer 
and amended petition in the case of Joseph Wei! 
against Abraham Frank. The parties were cred- 
itors of John F. Massmann. They ail sued out 
their separate Writs of attachment against him 
and directed the sheriff to levy the same upona 
stock afterwards Claimed by Chas. Kuhn. He 
brought an action in tresspass against the Sheriff 
and the parties attaching for the full value of the 
property. Pending this suit the Sheriff sold ibe 
property, and the proceeas were divided pro rata 
among the creditors. After the levies were made, 
aud while the Kuln_ suit was pending, 
the defendant and plaintiff entered into an 
agreement whereby in consideration of receiving 
from the Sheriff their pro rata share of the pro- 
ceeds of sale, the defendant obligated himself to 
pay acertain proportion of the costs, expenses 
and damages incurred inthe Kuhn suit. Atthe 
trial there was a dismissal as to ali defendants 
except the plaintiff in this case 
and judgment was rendered against him for 811,- 
491 1y. The defendant’s share of the outlay was 
$2,239 59 for which he is now sued. It was con- 
tended tiiat the action was not based upon a valid 
contract. Tie court holds otherwise and sustains 
the joint action of the creditors. 

THE SHERIFF SUSTAINED, 
In the cxse of des. J. McGarry against the Sheriff 
Judge Lubke decided that when the Sheriff has 
an execution on a judgment agaiust the principal 
and security on an appeal from a Justice of the 
Peace, it is the duty of the Sheriff to levy such 


execution out of the property of the prin- 
cipal, and only require and compel the 
security to pay the same when sufficient 


property of the principal cannot be found by the 
exercise of reasonable endeavors on the part ol 
the Sheriff to find the property of said principal. 
The court in this case finds that the Sherut used 
proper diligence to find the property of Woodlock, 
the principal, and failing to find any property 
was justified in compelling MeGarry, the security, 
to pay the same, and therefore McGarry has no 
cause of action against the Sheriff. and judgment 
is entered accordingly for plaintift.
